WASHIN GTON* ( AP) — To fig- 
ure out'Iiow much China may 
have gained from spying on 
American nuclear weapons labs, 
U.S. intelligence agents had to do 
quite a bit of spying of thdr own. 

There were electronic inter- 
cepts, development of friendly 
Chinese assets and perhaps the 
biggest break of all — a Chinese * 
government document in 1995 
that showed Beijing had obtained 
U.S. secrets.

“W e had a source give us .it doc-__ 
ument that contained classified 
U.S. information, and it was a 
Chinese document," said one 
senior intelligence official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity. 

U.S. officials determined that 
information in the document the 
Chinese “could only have 
obtained through espionage, - the — 

official explained. 

“That sounds like a bit of an 
intelligence coup by the United 


..States," said John l’ike of the 
Federation of American 
Scientists, a Washington-based 
group that researches intelli- 
gence issues. 

There’s been plenty of outrage 
and promises to improve security 
since U.S. officials confirmed 
that lax security at the Energy 
'Department’s nuclear weapons 

labs allowed Chinese.spies to 

obtain U.S. secrets.

For intelligence officials, that's 
just fine. They know that Beijing 
is watching every word from 
Washington, looking for signs of 
how much US. spies have uncov- 
ered.

By the 
rime it is over, 12 aren't playing. 

Kicbold and Harris leave 
behind shattered windows, 
bloody floors and a quiet unlike 
any the library has ever heard. 
Elsewhere upstairs, Sanders, the 
teacher, has been shot twice in 
the chest but manages to get stu- 
dents down a hallway away from 
danger. He stumbles into a sci- 
ence room,- bleeding nnd cough- — 
ing blood. 

Outside, the first SWAT team 
is on the scene 20 minutes after 
the first 911 calls, joining the 
sheriffs deputies. It finds several 
explosive devices around the 
school and treads cautiously.

Seil Gardner, the Jefferson 
(Diunty sheriff’s deputy assigned 
to the-, school full-rime., hears 
shuts- and' spots one of the gutt- 



ers. Within minutes, seven offi- 
cers arrive and begin pulling stu- 
dents, including a few shooting 
victims, from the building. 

In the choir room, above the 
commons, Stephanie Williams 
and her classmates hear the 
sounds. Someone comes to the 
door and, with a thumb-forefin- 
ger gesture, gives them a warn- 
ing: gun. 

Her teacher tells everyone to 
sit- But in momen ts .'the school’s 
rwo-level auditorium next door 
seems a safer place, so some go; 
then, after about 10 minutes, 
they run into the main halL 
"The group I was in headed 
straight for the door. He was 
shooting at us,” Stephanie says. 
"All we knew was to run.” 

As they flee, a door behind 
them explodes in gunfire. * 

Sarah DeBoer, separated from 
her friend who had run into the 
weight room, lies on the cafeteria 
-Pooc-untill-shc-hears .a 
explode outside. Then she r 
into the auditorium and lies 
down between seats. 

' There she stays for some time. 
-FeBovrsmdentS — 15, maybe 20“ 
— ay softly. Teachers warn them 
to be silent. In the distance, they 


hear sharp reports and dull 
explosions. Finally, a j'onitor 
enters and tells them: Go! They 
run, and gunfire follows. 

“I turned and I saw Dylan was 
the one who turned and shot at 
me," Sarah says. “He didn’t know * 
it was me; we were just running 
out of the auditorium." 

The gunmen head upstairs 
toward the library. 

"All j ocks stand u p_LW_c>e_ 
going to kill cveiy one of you,” 
one gunman yells in the library. 

. Student Aaron Cohn, a 
'ballplayer, is spared- because a 
girl leaps onto his back while he 
lies on the floor, covering the 
baseball slogan on his shirt. 

"They were laughing after they 
shot," Cohn says. “It was like 
they were having the' time of 
their life.” 

Some students arc slain at 
their desks, one with pencil still 
in-hand^-The gunmen-play—peek- — I 
-a-boo!Lwith others, finding them 
cowering under desks and open- 
ing fire. Isaiah Shocls, who is 
black and has tangled with th e 
gunmen before, is one of the* 
falL 

Says one assailant: “Oh, my

About 45 minutes after the 
shooting begins, at noon, ambu- 
lances take the first wounded stu- 
dents — the ones who managed 
to run outside — to hospitals. 
Bomb teams, fire trucks, more 
SWAT units and paramedics 
arrive. 

Nick Foss and other students, 
manage to crawl into a space 
between the ceiling and acoustic 
tiles. Foss falls through a tile, 
crashing onto the floor of the 
teacher’s lounge. He runs. 

Kammi Vest, 18, hides in the 
choir-room doset with-up-to 60 
other students. Others try to 
crawl.through-heating-vents-to — 
safety. 

In the science room, Dave 
Sanders is dying. Students cover 
the 47-year-old teacher with their 
shirts and a blanket and keep 
him talking. But his pulse slows 
and he grows cold. 

-Shots arc heard until almost 
12:30. About that time, in the 
library, Dylan Kicbold and Eric 
Harris turn their guns on them- 
selves, though no one will be sure 
of this for hours. 

As 1230 passes, after no shots 
echo for several minutes, SWAT 
•trams- begin ■ sweeping"the-build~ 
ing room by room. It is, quite lit- 
erally, a minefield: Dropped 
backpacks are everywhere, each 
a potential bomb. In the coming 
days bombs will turn up in vari- 
ous shapes and sizes. They 
include two 35-pound propane 
bombs hidden in the school’s 
kitchen. 

At about 2:30, SWAT teams 
begin freeing those in hiding. In 
small groups, hands behind their 
heads, they run from the school 
to a holding area. They are 
frisked, questioned, offered med- 
ical -care - an d - bused - to Lea wood — 
Elementary School to be reunited 
.with parents. 

By now, the world is seeing it 
all on TV. Escaped students ding 
to each other. Tears flow freely 
for some; for others, it will take 
time. Even the tough guys, the 


ones with the backward baseball 
caps and the baggy’ camo pants, 
cry. 

At 430, with the gunmen’s bod- 
ies found, authorities declare the 
school under control. In goes Dr. 
Chris Colwell, summoned for a 
medical synopsis. In the sun-dap- 
pled, silent library is the worm 
sight he has ever seen. 

“You walk in there with that 
hope that there mighr be some- 
body who's still alive and still sal: 
-vngeable,” Colwell says. “It 
didn’t take long to see that wasn't 
the case.” 

He pronounces them all dead 
— 10 students and two alienated 
school mates who let their anger 
consume them. 

The bodies will sray there lor 
an entire day, until the known 


bombs are deared. 


“By the following aft ern ooiir - 
nearby Cement Park has become 
a place of mourning. Students 
and teachers and gawkers,xhey 
come to commiserate, to speak of . 
faith and perseverance, to see the 
spectacle and talk to the press. 

Among the pilgrims: Sarah 
DeBoer, wearing her Columbine 
footbhli jersey, and Stephanie 
Williams, accompanied by a 
friend to comfort her. They stand 
together, yards from the scene of 
their lives’ greatest terror, and 
they try to process the scenes 
running through tlieir mind. 

“Yesterday I was so scared,” 

Ms DeBoer says, her voice falling. 
“They ruined the school, but “ 


think wc should definitely go 
back,” she says. “If you don’t go 
back, they’ll win.”

“Wc can no longer sit back 
and say: ‘Come on. it’s freedom 
of speech. It's not our responsi- 
bility, it.'s the parent’s responsi- 
bility," he said. “It's got to stop." 

The same concerns have been 
pondered by the public in the 
days since two teen-agers 
opened fire at Columbine High 
School on Tuesday, killing 13 
people before taking their own

Fifty-two percent said they 
considered restrictions on TV 
and movie violence as “very 
effective" means to help stop 
school violence.

Poll: Something is seriously wrong 


-WASHINCTON-(A!*)-=-Four 
out of five Americans say the 
shootings at a Colorado high 
school are a sign iliat something is 
seriously wrong in this country, 
says a poll on die shootings. 

A CNNVUSA Today/Callup poll 
taken this week indicated 79 per- 
cent believe Tuesday's shootings 
in Littleton, Colo., that left 15 
dead — including the two

In exchange, the spon sor gets 
exclusive advertising privileges 
in die bar. 

Under its program, R.J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Co. supplies 
die bars with napkins and match- 
es with the Camel name, and has 
workers on hand ready to swap a 
pack of Camels for other brands, 
said Reynolds spokeswoman 
Carole Crosslin. Reynolds is the 
nation’s second biggest tobacco 
company.

time. It plans to double that by 

year’s end. 

But with Schwab's 2.5 million 
online accounts, including 
250,000 new ones in the first 
quarter alone, simple arithmetic 
suggests that upgrading comput- 
er capacity isn’t enough. 

So many brokers are also sug- 
gesting that investors protect 
themselves with an old-fash- 
ioned strategy. By using “limit 
orders," they can set a specific 
share price as the most they’re 
willing to pay when buying or 
the least they’re willing to 
receive when selling. 

In addition many brokers are 
restricting-the practicc_.called 
“buying on margin” when it 
comes to fast-moving stocks. • 
Margin buying involves pur- 
chasing stock, then borrowing 
money using those shares os col- 
lateral and buying even more 
stock. 

Schwab has raised its margin 
requirements on 106 volatile 
stocks, capping the amount 
investors can borrow. 

That way, sfiould a stock drop 
sharply, the broker won't need 
to sell an investor’s holdings as 
fast to cover the loan. 

Schwab also has been limiting 
Web access to other stocks as 
needed, requiring customers to 
speak with a live broker by 
phone to place orders involving 
those issues. 

Some of the smaller online 
brokerages, including Notional 


Discount Brokers and Muriel 
Siebert Se Co., say they’ve scaled 

back on advertising to prevent. 

their business from growing too 
fast. , 

Separately, the National 
Association of Securities 
Dealers, a self-regulatory group, 
is proposing that online brokers 
turn away aspiring “day traders” 

— those who buy and sell the

However, some experts point 
out that the industry can only go 
so far in restraining investors.
